Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 31st March , 1969. 

Subject; — Import Policy jor the year April 1969 — March 1970. 

No. 44-ITC(PN)/69. —The import policy and procedure for the 
year April 1969—March 1970 is contained in Volumes I and II 
annexed to this Public Notice. 

2. The Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1969 will be issued shortly. Meanwhile, applications for licences can 
be made in the form and manner prescribed in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968, as amended.

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Section I 

The Licensing System 

The licensing system is given in detail in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, a new edition of which 
is being issued separately. 

Manner of presentation 

2. The order and manner of presentation in the Red Book is as 
under: — 

Section II in this volume (Volume I) contains the policy state¬ 
ment showing the items licensable to established im¬ 
porters and detailed licensing policy for actual users 
(Industrial); 

Section III contains the detailed policy for items licensable 
to established importers; 

Section IV lists out items, the import of which has been 
canalised through the State Trading Corporation/Mine¬ 
rals & Metals Trading Corporation; 

Section V contains appendices; and 


Section VI contains the alphabetical index. 

3. The import policy for registered exporters is given in a 
separate volume (Volume II) of the Import Trade Control Policy 
(Red Book). 


Established importers 

4. The detailed impoi’t policy for established importers is given 
in Section III in this volume. The quota percentages as given 
pertain to the annual quota, and the established importers should 
submit their applications for import licences on an annual basis. 

5. The items licensable to established importers have been 
divided into a number of groups for the sake of interchangeability, 
as indicated in the Annexure to Section III. 

6. Last date for submission of applications .—Established im¬ 
porters should submit their applications for import licences, com¬ 
plete in all .respects, so as to reach the licensing authorities con¬ 
cerned on or before the 30th June, 1969. 

7. Applications for establishment/refixation of quotas should 
also be made, complete in all respects, so as to reach the licensing 
authorities concerned not later than the 30th June, 1969. In such 
cases, the applications for import licences can be made within 
30 days from the date of issue of the quota certificate. 
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8, Basic period —The basic period for the purpose of calculating 
the quota of established importers will be from 1951-52 to 1966-67 
for all items, unless otherwise provided. However, quotas already 
fixed in accordance with the basic periods prior to 1951-52 will be 
accepted for the grant of quota licences, if otherwise due. 

_ 9- No applications for refixation or re-establishment of quotas 
will be entertained in the following cases: — 

(i) For items licensable to established importers at. a quota 
of more than 100 per cent. 

(ii) For items falling under a particular serial number or 
sub-serial number of the I.T.C. Schedule, but imported 
against a licence for a different serial number or sub¬ 
serial number, under the concession of interchangeability 
or under other provisions applicable to established im¬ 
porters or others. In such cases, applications for fixation 
or establishment of quotas will also not be entertained. 

(iii) In respect of imports made during a financial year, within 
the prescribed basic period, by the head office or a branch 
of an established importer against a consolidated import 
licence obtained by the head office or a branch on the 
basis of past imports standing in the name of the head 
office and the branch(es). 

(iv) In respect of imports made during a financial year, within 
the prescribed basic period, on the basis of more than 
one quota licence issued to an established importer in 
respect of the same quota certificate, for different licens- 

- ing periods. 

If). Except in cases, covered by paragraph 9 above, importers can 
apply for re-fixation or reestablishment of their existing quota certi¬ 
ficates on the basis of past imports during any of the years from 
1961-62 to 1966-67, or during any other year, within the prescribed 
basic period, provided such other year has been included in the 
basic period for the first time during the licensing period April 
1968—March 1969, or the importer was unable to apply for refixa¬ 
tion of quota earlier on account of a change in the ownership or 
constitution of business for which the application for TQR was 
pending, or he could not apply earlier for other valid reasons 
beyond his control, to the satisfaction of the licensing authority. 

11. Minimum value of licences. —The minimum value of licences 
issued under the policy for established importers will be Rs. 1,000, 
unless otherwise provided. 

12. In the event of the division of a quota of an established im¬ 
porter, the succeeding parties will get their proportionate shares of 
the approved quota of the original firm; and none of them will be 
allowed the concession of obtaining minimum value licences. In 
such cases, the total value of licences admissible to all the succeed¬ 
ing parties, taken together will be equal to the entitlement of the 
original firm, had there been no division of quota. 

13. Cases in which licences will not he issued. —An established 
importer will not be eligible for a licence where his entitlement 
under the policy works out to Rs. 100 or below, or the value of his 
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quota certificate or past Imports on which a licence is cla im ed, is 
upto Rs. 200- 

14. Conditions regarding utilisation of licences. —Annual licences 
issued to established importers for the period April 1909—March 
1970 against free foreign exchange will be subject to the following 
conditions: — 

(i) Licences valued upto Rs. 10,000 can be utilised in one lot 

at any time during the period of validity of the licence; 

(ii) In the case of licences valued above Rs. 10,000, the licensee 
shall not be permitted to make remittance against his 
licence for a value exceeding 50 per cent of the value of 
the licence during the first six months of the period of 
validity of the licence. Such licences will have an addi¬ 
tional validity of six months for utilisation of only the 
second half of the value of the licence. 

15. In the case of licences for spare parts issued to establishid 
importers, it will not be open to the licensee to import components 
against such licences, and licences will be valid only for the import 
of spare parts required for maintenance of machinery in use in the 
country, and falling under the serial number or sub-serial number 
oi the I.T.C. Schedule against which the licence has been issued. 

Actual users (Industrial) 

Existing units 
(a) Priority industries 

16. In the case of 59 priority industries .listed in Appendix 1, the 
need-based policy for import of raw materials, components and 
spares will continue during the period April 1.969--March 1970. 
The procedure for the grant of import licences to umLs engaged in 
these industries will be as indicated below. 

(i) Import of spare parts by priority industries 

17. Units engaged in the priority industries, both in the large 
and the small scale sectors, should submit separate applications for 
import of spare parts. Such applications should be made on an 
annual basis covering the requirements of the unit for 'he period 
April 1969—March 1970. There will be no last date for submission 
ot such applications, during the licensing period 

18. Applications for the import of spare parts should be accom¬ 
panied by a statement indicating particulars of imported machinery 
as well as indigenous machinery having imported components, 
installed or used in the applicant' unit, for the maintenance of which 
the spare parts are sought to be imported. A proforma pf the state¬ 
ment in which the particulars are to be furnished, is given in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 

19. Import licences for spare parts will be valid for import of 
permissible spare parts required for the plant, machinery and 
equipment installed or used in the licence holder’s factory, but 
items appearing in Appendix 3 will not be allowed to be imported 
for a total value exceeding 5 per cent of the value of the licence 
subject to a maximum of Rs. one lakh, within the overall value of 
the licence, the import of a single item not exceeding Rs. two 
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thousand in value. It will not be necessary for the applicant to 
furnish a list of spare parts to be imported, unless he desires to 
import restricted spare parts for more than the value indicated 
above. 

20. If an applicant requires to import restricted items of spare 
parts listed in the said Appendix 3 in excess of the value limit as 
indicated, he should apply for a specific endorsement on the licence 
to this effect, furnishing a list of such items sought to be imported. 

21. Import licences for spare parts will be issued for the value 
considered reasonable by the licensing authority for the purpose of 
maintenance of the machinery in use. 

22. Units borne on the books of the D.G.T.D. should make their 
applications, in the prescribed form and manner, to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, through the D.G.T.D. 

23. The units in the small scale sector and such of the non-SSI 
units as are sponsored by the State Directors of Industries, State 
Drugs Controllers, State Directors of Fisheries, or the Executive 
Director, Food and Nutrition Board, Government of India, Depart¬ 
ment of Food, Krishi Bhavan, New Delhi, should make their im¬ 
port applications in the prescribed form and manner, to the regio¬ 
nal licensing authorities concerned direct, and not through the 
sponsoring authorities. However, requests for import of restricted 
spare parts in excess of the prescribed value limit in terms of para¬ 
graph 20 above, should be made by such units through the sponsor¬ 
ing authorities concerned. 

24. Units not covered by paragraphs 22 and 23 above, should 
make their import applications, in the prescribed form and manner, 
to the regional licensing authorities concerned, through the respec¬ 
tive sponsoring authorities. 

(ii) Import of raw materials and components by priority industries 

25. The existing units engaged in the priority industries should 
make their import applications for raw materials and components, 
end-product-wise (including related end-products) by way of claim¬ 
ing replenishment of imported raw materials and components con¬ 
sumed by the unit within a given period as indicated below: 

26. The units which did not apply for a licence for raw materials/ 
components during April 1968—March 1969, or their applications made 
during the said period have been finally rejected, can make their 
first import application during April 1969—March ,1970 on the basis 
of actual consumption during six months commencing from 1st 
October, 1968, and thereafter import applications will be based on 
consumption in subsequent periods of not less than three months, 
and not more than six months, from 1st April 1969 onwards. 

27. The units not covered by para 26 above, i.e., those which ob¬ 
tain licences for raw materials/components against their applications 
made during April 1968—March 1969 should make their import ap¬ 
plications during April 1969—March 1970 on the basis of actual con. 
sumption in continuation of the period of consumption covered by 
applications made during April 1968—March 1969. at a tim^ takma 
consumption of not less than three months and not more than six 
months. 
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28. There will be no last date for submission of applications 
during the licensing period. A unit can apply for licences any 
time it can show consumption of imported raw materials and com¬ 
ponents as indicated above. The licensing authority will not, how¬ 
ever, entertain an application lor licence from an applicant in 
whose case, the unutilised value of outstanding licences in hand 
on the date of application, is more than the c.i.f. value of con¬ 
sumption for the replenishment of which the impoil licence is 
claimed. The unutilised value of licences to be taken into account 
for this purpose will be the balance value available in the Customs 
copies of the licences, reduced by the amount for which firm com¬ 
mitments have been made by opening letters of credit. The appli¬ 
cants should, therefore, make their applications for licences only 
when they are eligible to apply under this provision Import licen¬ 
ces will be issued on the basis of consumption of imported raw 
materials and components. 

29. Tn the case of units engaged in the following machine build¬ 
ing industries, the licensing authorities may consider issuing import 
licences for raw maierjals and components for a value more than 
that of the consumption shown, provided the applicant gives justi¬ 
fication for the same in his import application — 

(i) Industrial and mining machiney. 

(ii) Workshop machinery a. 1 equipment other than machine 
tools. 

(iii) Industrial furnaces. 

(iv) Construction and earth-moving equipment, 

(v) Cranes and hoist blocks. 

(vi) Telecommunication equipment. 

(vii) Wagons. 

(vm) Industrial refrigeration equipment. 

(ix) Agricultural tractors. 

(x) Machine tools. 

r xi) Heavy diesel engines. 

vxii) Heavy electrical equipment. 

(xiii) Plastic working machinery. 

rxiv) Castings. 

The condition of eligibility laid down in para 28 above will not 
apply to these industries; but the licensing authorities will deal 
with the applications in such cases having regard to the stocks held 
by the applicant and the balances available against licences in hand. 

30. In support of consumption etc., the application for licence 
should be accompanied by a statement, in quadruplicate, indicating 
the c.i.f. value of the imported raw materials and components con¬ 
sumed by the unit, the production actually turned out, the unutilis¬ 
ed value, of licences in hand, in the proforma appearing in 
Appendix 2 duly certified by a Chartered Accountant or Cost 
Accountant (in practice), or tbie sponsoring authority concerned (in 
the case of small scale units only). (The Cost Accountant must 
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be a member of the Institute of Cost & Works Accountants of India, 
Calcutta, and duly authorised to undertake practice). The infor¬ 
mation relating to consumption and particulars of import licences 
to be given in the statement should be in respect of the items of 
raw materials and components for which the applicant obtains 
licences from I.T.C. authorities. In the case of priority units en¬ 
gaged in IDA industries, the statement of consumption etc. should 
also include consumption of iron and steel items as, in their case, 
the import licences for these items are issued by the I.T.C, autho¬ 
rities. Units engaged in non-IDA industries should submit the 
statement of consumption of iron and steel items to the Iron and 
Steel Control licensing authorities with their import applications to 
be submitted to such authorities. 

111. The applicant and the Chartered Accountant/Cost Accoun¬ 
tant/sponsoring authority should ensure that the information given 
in the statement of consumption etc. is complete and accurate. 
Applications supported by incorrect statements will be liable to be 
summarily rejected, without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken in this behalf. The licensing authority may, if necessary, 
call for documentary evidence to verify the correctness of the in¬ 
formation furnished in the said statement. 

32, In cases where applications for licences are to be made 
through the sponsoring authorities, one copy of the statement refer¬ 
red to above, will be retained by the sponsoring authority and the 
remaining three copies will be sent to the licensing authority along 
with the application. In cases where applications are to be made 
direct to the licensing authorities, one copy of the statement in 
question will be sent by the licensing authority to the sponsoring 
authority while sending an intimation about the issue of the licence. 
This will enable the sponsoring authorities to verify the correctness 
of the information furnished in the statement. The licensing 
authority will also send one copy of the statement to the Central 
Excise authority concerned. 

33. Applications for licences should be made to the licensing 
authorities as indicated in paragraphs 22, 23 and 24 above. The 
applications should also be accompanied by the required number 
of copies of the list of items sought to be imported. The number 
of copies of the list of items likely to be required niay be calculated 
by the applicant on the basis of seven copies of each licence of the 
set of previous licences issued. 

34. Import licences for raw materials and components issued to 
the priority industries will be valid for import of spare parts to the 
extent of 25 per cent of the value of such licences, within the over¬ 
all value of the licence, in terms of the provisions contained in 
paragraph 84 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1969. 

Export effort by priority industries 

35, Some of the industries included in the priority list are tradi¬ 
tionally exnort-oriented (e.g,. tea, coffee, iute textiles and cotton 
textiles). These industries and also the following industries, name- 
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ly, Fertilisers, Pesticides, Industrial and Mining machinery, cement, 
and sugar will continue to receive all the necessary assistance in 
regard to their import requirements. In order to help production 
for export in other priority industries, it has been decided to accord 
preferential treatment to units in these industries which contribute 
to overseas sales, that is, which export 10 per cent or more of their 
production or if their products are used in exports to this extent. 
Such preferential treatment will include facilities firstly for the 
expansion and improvement of their installed production capacity, 
and secondly for the import of their requirements from preferred 
sources of supply. For the purpose of implementing this policy 
during 1969-70, the export performance during the year 1968 will 
be taken into consideration. 

36. The priority industries listed in Appendix 10 are in a posi¬ 
tion to increase their contribution to overseas sales. The indivi¬ 
dual units in these industries, the export performance of which is 
less than 5 per cent of their production, will be liable to cuts in 
their import requirements in the event of inadequate availability 
of foreign exchange, apart from being ineligible to preferred sour¬ 
ces of supply. This will not, however, apply to small scale units 
and units which have not completed five years in production. 

Export effort tay industries other than priority industries 

37. In the case of industries other than those in the priority list, 
whose end-products are covered by the import policy for Register¬ 
ed Exporters, the units whose production, exported or used in ex¬ 
ports, during the year 1968, amounted to 10 per cent and above, will 
be treated during 1969-70 as if they belong to the list of priority 
industries. They will also qualify for being given the same prefer¬ 
ence in regard ’ to the sources of supply for their’ requirements of 
raw materials, components and spares, and receive preference in 
the matter of facilities for the expansion of installed capacity. 

(b) Industries other than priority industries 
Import of raw materials, components and spares 

38. The exporting units engaged in industries other than the 
priority industries will be given treatment, as indicated in para 37 
above. 

39. In the case of other units in this group of industries, the 

policy and procedure for import of raw materials, components and 

spares during April 1969—March 1970 will be the same as during 
April 1968—March 1969 period, as stated below. 

40. Applications for licences should be made after utilising the 

previous set of licences for raw materials, components and spares 
issued to the unit to the extent of 90 per cent by way of opening 

letter of credit or 60 per cent by way of actual importation, or 

70 per cent by shipment of goods. The evidence showing utilisa¬ 
tion of the previous set of licences in the form of original or photo¬ 
stat of the Exchange Control or Customs copy of the licence(s), 
as the case may be, should be produced. In lieu of Exchange Con¬ 
trol copy of the, licence, a certificate from the concerned bank in 
Support of openi'hg of letter of credit may also be acceptable. 
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41. These units should make consolidated applications for raw 
materials, components and spares. There will be no last date fo> 
submission of applications during the licensing period. 

42. Units borne on the books of the D.G.T.D. should make their 
applications to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, through the D.G.T.D., on a half yearly basis. The first ap¬ 
plication from such units during April 1969—March 1970, covering 
the requirements for six months, should be made, after utilising to 
the extent specified, the previous set of licences for raw materials, 
components asd spares issued to the unit in respect of the period 
April 1968—March 1969. The second application, during April 
1969—March 1970. covering further requirements for six months, 
may be made after utilising the set of licences issued against the 
first application upto the specified extent. 

43. Small scale units and also such non-SSI units as are spon¬ 
sored by the State Directors of Industries, State Drugs Controllers, 
State Directors of Fisheries, or the Executive Director, Food and 
Nutrition Board, New Delhi, should make their import applications 
on annual basis for the period April 1969—March 1970, after utilis¬ 
ing the previous licences for raw materials, components and spares 
issued to the unit for the period April 1968—March 1969 upto the 
specified extent. Such units should make their applications direct 
to the regional licensing authorities, and not through the sponsor¬ 
ing authorities. 

44. Units not covered by paragraphs 42 and 43 above should 
make their import applications to the regional licensing authorities 
concerned through the respective sponsoring authorities, on a half- 
yearly basis, in the same manner as laid down for the units borne 
on the books of the D.G.T.D. 

45. Units which did not apply for import licences for raw mate¬ 
rials, components and spares during April 1968—March 1969 or 
whose applications for the said period have been rejected for some 
reason, can apply for import of raw materials, components and spares 
during April 1969—March 1970 after utilising the import licences 
for raw materials, components and spares issued to them for the 
period April 1967—March 1968 upto the specified extent. 

46. Import applications should be made in the prescribed form 
and manner, along with the required number of copies of the list 
of items of raw materials and components sought to be imported. 
The number of copies of the list of items likely to be required may 
be calculated by the applicant on the basis of seven copies for each 
licence of the set of previous licences issued. 

47. It will not be necessary for the applicant to furnish a list 
of spare parts sought to be imported. The licence will be valid 
for the import of permissible spare parts required for the plant, 
machinery and equipment installed or used in the licence holder’s 
factory, but items appearing in Appendix 3 will not be allowed to 
be imported for a total value exceeding 5 per cent of the value of 
the licence subject to a maximum of rupees ten thousand, within 
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the overall value of the licence, the import of a single item not 
exceeding rupees one thousand, in value. If an applicant requires 
to impoit restiicted items of spare parts listed in the said Appendix 
3 in excess of the value limits as indicated, he should apply for a 
specific endorsement on the licence to this effect, through the spon¬ 
soring authority concerned, furnishing a list of such items sought 
to be imported. The sponsoring authorities will deal with such 
applications for specific endorsements having regard to the consi¬ 
deration that consolidated import licences issued for raw materials, 
components and spares will also be valid for import of spare parts 
listed in the said Appendix 3 to the extent of 5 per cent of the face 
value of the licence, subject to a maximum of rupees ten thousand, 
the import of a single item not exceeding rupees one thousand in 
value, in terms of the provisions contained in paragraph 84 of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1969. 

48. In the case of small scale units and such of the non-SSI 
units as are sponsored by the State Directors of Industries, State 
Drugs Controllers, State Directors of Fisheries, or the Executive 
Director, Food and Nutrition Board, New Delhi, import licences 
for raw materials, components and spares for the period April 1969— 
March 1970 will be issued on the basis of the value of licences for 
raw materials, components and spares issued to such units for the 
period April 1968—March 1969. In the case of units which did not 
apply during April 1968—March 1969 or whose application for that 
period was rejected, the value of the import licences for the period 
April. 1969—March 1970 will be based on the value of licences for 
raw materials, components and spares issued to the units for the 
period April 1967—March 1963. 

49. In the case of other units, import licences will be issued on 
the basis of recommendation of the sponsoring authority. 

New Units 

50. Definition .—New units are those to which no import 
licences for raw materials, components and spares have been issued 
for the licensing periods April 1967—March 1968 and April 1968- 
March 1969, and which have either had the requisite machinery 
installed, or have made firm arrangements for machinery and 
premises and power supply, where necessary. If a unit has ob¬ 
tained an allotment of imported raw materials or components 
through S.T.C. or M.M.T.C. or any other recognised agency, during 
any of the two licensing periods referred to, it will be treated as 
an existing unit. 

51. If an industrial unit has not received import licence for raw 
materials, components and spares, or allotments of imported raw 
materials/components, for the licensing period April 1967—Marco 
1968 or April 1968—March 1969, for any valid reasons to the satis¬ 
faction of the licensing authority, such unit may be treated as an 
existing unit by the licensing authority on the recommendation of 
the sponsoring authority concerned. In such cases, the value of 
licence to be issued will be determined by the licensing authority 
having regard to the import policy in force and other relevant, 
considerations. 
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New Units (priority industries) 

52. "(a) New units, both in the large and the small scale sectors, 
should make consolidated applications for import of raw materials, 
components and spares during April 1969—March 1970 licensing 
period. The first application should be made during the first half 
of the licensing period, and the second application should be made 
in the latter half of the licensing period. Both the applications 
should be made through th'e sponsoring authority concerned. There 
will be no last date for submission of such applications. 

(b) In the case of proposed units, (i.e. those which have made 
firm arrangements for machinery and premises and power supply 
where necessary), the sponsoring authority will recommend a 
licence against the second application only after the unit has gone 
into production, 

New units (Industries other than priority industries) 

53. New units belonging to this category, both in the large and 
the small scale .sectors, should make consolidated import applications 
for raw materials, components and spares to the licensing authori¬ 
ties concerned through the sponsoring authorities concerned. The 
small scale units and such of the non-SSI units as are sponsored by 
the State Directors of Industries, State Drugs Controllers, State 
Directors of Fisheries, or the Executive Director, Food and Nutri¬ 
tion Board, New Delhi, and who have the requisite machinery ins¬ 
talled, should make their import applications on an annual basis. 
Other units including proposed units, should apply on a half-yearly 
basis as in the case of the existing units i.e. the second application 
during the licensing period should be made after utilising the 
licence (s) issued against the first application upto the specified ex¬ 
tent. In the case of proposed units, the sponsoring authority will 
recommend a licence against the second application only after the 
unit has gone into production. 

Items to he allowed to actual users 

54. The items open to actual users are given in Section II in this 
volume. Ordinarily, the items which are not licensable to actual 
users, will not be allowed to be imported. 

55. Items shown as licensable for export production only, will be 
allowed only in the import licences issued to actual users under the 
import policy for registered exporters. 

56. Requests for import of items shown as licensable to actual 
users ‘On Restricted Basis’ will be considered in cases where import 
becomes necessary to supplement to a certain extent indigenous pro- 
ductipn, or items in certain specifications are not available indigen¬ 
ously, or in cases where indigenous substitutes are not suitable for 
use in certain end-products. 

Note: It may be clarified that the provisions of paragraphs 54 to 
56, regarding import of items allowed to actual users, will 
also apply to the units eligible to priority treatment and 
preferred sources of supply in terms of paragraphs 35 and 
37. However, face value/quantitative limits in respect of 
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items licensable on restricted basis may be fixed for such 
units having regard to the consideration that a part of 
their production is being exported. 


Emergency licences for spares to actual users 

57. The policy and procedure for the grant of emergency licences 
for spares to actual users is given in the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 


Actual users (Mining and Collieries) 

58. Applications for import of spare parts of mining and colliery 
machinery, not available indigenously, will be considered from 
actual users on annual basis, covering their requirements for the 
year April 1969—March 1970. There will be no last date for submis¬ 
sion of applications during the licensing period. The detailed proce¬ 
dure for the submission of such applications is given in the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 


Newspaper establishments 

59. Applications from Newspaper establishments for their special¬ 
ised requirements will be considered by the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. Such applications should be 
made direct to the licensing authorities, and not through the Regis¬ 
trar of Newspapers. 

60 The detailed procedure for submission of applications is given 
in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 


Actual users (Services) 

61. Applications for the import of spare parts for maintenance of 
the imported machinery and equipment, or indigenously made 
machinery and equipment having imported components, or for im¬ 
port of other materials, or both spare parts and other materials, as 
the case may be, will be considered from actual users of the categor¬ 
ies indicated below: — 

(i) Fleet owners. 

(ii) Construction agencies. 

(iii) Garages and Workshops. 

(iv) Printers. 

(v) Publishers of Books. 

(vi) Film Studios and Laboratories. 

62, Applications should be made on an annual basis covering re¬ 
quirements for the year April 1969—March 1970, There will be no 
last date for submission of applications during the licensing period. 
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The detailed procedure for making such applications is given in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 


Actual users (Institutions) 

63. Import requirements of universities, educational institutions, 
research organisations and technical/technological institutions and 
hospitals will be allowed in respect of items which are cleared by 
the D.G.T.D. from the indigenous angle. 

64. Import licences will be issued in such cases for the values for 
which foreign exchange is released on each application by the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Commission or the administrative Ministry of the 
Central Government, as the case may be. Where no foreign exchange 
is provided as above, but the requirements are considered essential 
and urgent, applications duly recommended by the sponsoring au¬ 
thority may be considered subject to the availability of foreign ex¬ 
change at the disposal of the licensing authoi'ity. 

65. The detailed procedure for submission of applications is given 
in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1969. 


Public sector undertakings 

66. The procedure for submission of import applications by public 
sector undertakings (industrial as well as others) and projects is 
given in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Proce¬ 
dure, 1969. 


Government Contracts 

67. The procedure for dealing with applications made by firms to 
import goods imrespect of which a contract has been placed with 
them, by the D.G.S. & D., State railways or Ministry of Defence, has 
been laid down in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1969, 

Import of Capital Goods/Heavy Electrical Plant and Machine Tools 

68. The procedure for submission of applications for import of 
Capital Goods, Heavy Electrical Plants, Machine Tools and other 
machinery and equipments is given in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 

69. Applications from actual users for the import of machinery 
and equipment will be considered as and when received. However, 
an existing unit applying for replacement/balancing/modernisation 
equipment should make only one application in a half year, except 
that applications to meet emergent situation like breakdown, or in 
response to a specific foreign credit may be permitted at any time. 

70. Applications from actual useirs for the import of mining 
machinery, printing machinery, Garage and Workshop machinery, 
Construction machinery and Studio equipment will also be consider¬ 
ed, subjeetd to the availability of monetary ceiling for this purpose. 
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Imports through STC/MMTC 

71. The list of items the import of which will be canalised through 
S.T.C./M.M.T.C. is given in Section IV. 

72. In respect of certain other items, imports will normally be 
arranged through STC for meeting ‘AU’ requirements. 

73. Import licences will be issued to the S.T.C. for certain items 
to be imported from rupee payment area for stock and sale purposes 
or for distribution to actual users. A list of these items is given in 
Appendix 39. 


Imports through Co-operatives 

74. Imports of a few selected consumer goods, namely, medicines, 
text and technical books, hearing aids and hearing aid batteries, artist 
brushes, and slide rules, will be allowed through the National Co¬ 
operative Consumers Federation, New Delhi, within a limited ceiling, 
for distribution through Consumer Co-operative Stores. 


Spare-parts of earthmoving machinery 

75. Applications for spare parts of earthmoving machinery will be 
considered for import from U.S.A. under U.S. AID conditions, and 
from Rupee Payment Area, from those who have imported spare 
parts of earthmoving machinery from the respective sources during 
any of the financial years 1966-67, 1967-68 and 1968-69. 

76. Applications should be made to the Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports and Exports, New Delhi in the form prescribed for established 
importers. The application should also be supported by a certificate 
from a Chartered Accountant indicating, year-wise, the c.i.f. value 
of spare parts of earthmoving machinery falling under 
S. No. 65(5) (ii) (a)/V, imported by the applicant during the period 
from 1966-67 to 1968-69, from U.S.A. or Rupee Payment Area, as the 
case may be. 

77. The last date for submission of such applications will be the 
31st July, 1969. 


Imports from Rupee Payment Area 

78. Applications from actual users for spare parts mentioned in 
Appendix 32 will be considered by the licensing authorities concerned, 
for import from rupee payment area. Such applications should be 
made to the licensing authorities direct, and not through the spon¬ 
soring authorities. It will not be necessary for the applicants to 
furnish with their import applications the lists of spare parts sought 
to be imported. Import licences will be issued with the general des¬ 
cription of goods as given in Appendix 32, and will be valid for 
import of all the spare parts covered by the description of goods 
given in the licence, except that items listed in Appendix 3, will be 
allowed only to the extent of 5 per cent of the face value of the 
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licence subject to a maximum of rupees ten thousand, within the 
overall face value of the licence, the import of a single item not ex¬ 
ceeding Hs. 1,000 in value. 

Open General licence 

79. The following items have been placed under O.G.L. for import 
upto 30th September, 1969: — 

(1) Cashewnuts. 

(2) Wattle extract. 

(3) Wattle bark. 

(4) Bark for tanning. 

(5) Pickled hides and butts including pickled skins and pelts. 

(6) Hides and skins, raw or salted, where the value of hides 
and skins is more than that of wool/hair thereon. 

(7) Quebracho extract and Chestnut extract. 

The O.G.L. is reproduced in Appendix 33. 

Import requirements of shipping companies 

80. Applications for the import of goods required by shipping com¬ 
panies will be considered from applicants who have imported these 
goods during the year 1967-68 or 1968-69. 

81. Applications for import licences should be made to the region¬ 
al licensing authorities concerned through the Director General of 
Shipping, Bombay, in the prescribed form ‘A'. The applications 
should be accompanied by a statement indicating the items sought 
to be imported, the number, date and value of import licences obtain¬ 
ed by the applicant for these items during 1967-68 and 1968-69 and 
the imports actually effected during these two years separately. 
Applications will be considered only for permissible items. 

82. There will be no last date for submission of such applications 
during the licensing period. 

Import of Technical Samples/Prototypes 

83. Import of technical samples, supplied free of charge, not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. 800/- in c.i.f. value in one consignment, excepting vege¬ 
table seeds falling under SI, No, 36 and ‘new drugs’ falling under 
SI. No. 87 and 109 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule, is allowed under 
O. G. L.-IV. 

84. In cases not covered by O. G. L.-IV, applications for import 
of chemicals and other materials, to be used as technical samples/ 
proto-types may be considered by the licensing authorities concern¬ 
ed, from manufacturing units, on the recommendations of sponsoring 
authorities, and imports may be allowed for a value not exceeding 
Rs. 800/- c.i.f. against the import licence for raw materials, compon¬ 
ents and spares issued to the applicant unit by a specific endorsement 
made thereon. Applications may also be considered for import of 
such samples/proto-types from manufacturers whose development 
schemes have been approved by the sponsoring authorities. 
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85. Applications for the import of machinery/instruments as 
proto-types will be considered in terms of the provisions made in 
Chapter VI of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1969. 

Import of electrical equipments/components of industrial machinery 

86. Import of electrical equipments listed in Appendix 17 will not 
ordinarily be allowed. Applications for the import of these equip¬ 
ments will be considered only on special clearance given by the 
D.G.T.D. 

87. Import of components of industrial machinery listed in 
Appendix 40, will not be allowed. 

Income-tax verification 

88. Importers who have no IVC Registration/Exemption Number 
valid beyond 31st March, 1969, are advised to take steps immediately 
to obtain the required number. The procedure for obtaining IVC 
Registration/Exemption Numbers is given in the Import Trade Con¬ 
trol Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 

Conditions of import licences 

89. The conditions applicable to different categories of licences 
have been given in Appendix 31 of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969. 

90. Unless otherwise provided, the period of shipment in respect 
of licences issued to actual users and established importers will be 12 
months. 

91. The I. T. C. Schedule annexed to the Imports (Control) Order, 
1955 has been revised so as to include sub-serial numbers also. Such 
of the items included in the schedule, for which the import policy is 
not indicated in this boob, may be treated as, having ‘Nil’ policy for 
the period April 1969-March 1970. 

92. The provisions of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1969, as amended from time to time, will apply 
to the applications made or licences issued in terms of the import 
policy for 1969-70. 

Policy for iron and steel Items 

93. The import policy in respect of iron and steel items appears in 
Appendix 41. 

Suggestions for changes In the import policy 

94. Any suggestions for changes in the import policy will be given 
due consideration in consultation with all the authorities concerned. 
A procedure has been evolved for considering such suggestions to 
ensure that the import policy is decided having regard to the legiti¬ 
mate interests of both the manufacturers and users of commodities. 
The suggestions for change in policy should be accompanied by the 
requisite information in the proforma appearing in Appendix 2T7.

Import of raw materials such as brass, bars, sheets, strips, pipes, 
extruded sections (of brass suitable for Horological industry only), 
spring steel strips and wires, mild steel sheets (prime and waste/ 
waste) only PCRCA and CRDD quality, free cutting steel, electroplat¬ 
ing salts, radium powder, solution and composition and watch oils, 
may also be allowed. 
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The value of components, parts and raw materials per time-piece 
which may be allowed to be imported will be Rs. 4 00 per time-piece, 
but the import of components and parts will be restricted only upto

(E) For any other special types of clocks, alarm time-pieces, stop 
watches or clocks or any other time devices the import of compo¬ 
nents/raw materials to the existing manufacturers of these items or 
for diversification to only the existing manufacturers of clocks and 
time-pieces, will be considered in consultation with the Development 
Commissioner, Small Scale Industries, New Delhi. 

GENERAL: (i) The small scale units who may import raw mate¬

(a) No licences will be granted for import of Paraffin Wax from 
any source. The import of Micro-Crystalline, wax will, however, 
be allowed and canalised only through a Government agency against 
the licences specifically issued for this product.

While submitting applications for the import of Transformer Oil 
and Insulating Oil, the applicants will be required to give a clear 
undertaking in their applications to the effect that they will Bubmit 
to the State Governments concerned, in whose jurisdiction the sale# 
of these products are made, statements of the sale and stocks complete 
in all respects invariably by the 15th of the succeeding month to 
which they relate failing which the application for the import ol 
these grades of Oils will not be considered by the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. The importers of Transformer 
Oil and Insulating Oil will be required to sell these oils only to the 
Electrical Undertakings and manufacturers and users of Transform¬ 
ers and switch gears and the sale will be subject to the condition that 
they will obtain from the parties a certificate to the effect that the 
oil purchased by them will neither be used for any purpose other 
than in the electrical industry nor sold or transferred to any other 
party. The importers will forward these undertakings from the 
buyers in original to the respective State Governments, in whose 
■jurisdiction the sales are made, along with the statements of stocks 
and sales as required in para 11 below. 

The imports of Transformer Oil will be required to pass the 
latest Indian Standard Specification. In such cases, however, where 
the Transformer Oil is supplied along with the Transformers, or 
where the Transformer manufacturers guarantee the performance 
of their Transformers only when they are filled with the Trans¬ 
former Oil of their own brand, th« imports of such special types 
of Transformer Oils will also be allowed on merits of each case 
provided the importers furnish along with their applications detail* 
ed specifications of Transformer Oil, which they propose to import, 
giving colour, the specific gravity, the flash point (by Pensky Martens 
Closed Test), the viscosity (the temperature and the name of the 
instrument must be given) tne dielectric strength (by procedure 
laid down in the I.S. Specification) and the loss on evaporation at 
110 degree C. These specifications will be specified on the licence 
and the oil imported will be required to conform to these 
specifications. 

(b) The import of Medicinal Liquid Paraffin of USP/BP specifica¬ 
tions will be allowed to actual users on restricted basis. Import of 
Liquid Paraffin other than USP/BP grade for non-medicinal pur¬ 
poses will be canalised only through a Government Agency, against 
the specific licences issued for this item. Textile Finishing Oils, 
Textile Fibre Oils and Batching Oils for fibres will not be allowed 
to be imported. 
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Issue of import licneces for Mineral Oils not otherwise specified 
falling under Serial No. 17 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule, is also 
subject to such conditions as may be imposed and such instructions 
as may be issued from time to time by the Ministry of Petro¬ 
chemicals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi. 

4. Import of Lubricating Oils falling under Serial No. 20 of Part V 

of the I.T.C. Schedule 

Licences for imports of Base Lubricating Oils will be granted to 
the Oil Companies who have recognised Lubricating Oil blending 
plants in the country and to the parties who have already made 
arrangements during the period 1966-67 for bulk im¬ 
portation, storage and blending of Base Lubricating 
Oils locally with any of the recognised blending units, 
on an ad hoc basis on the recommendation of the Ministry of Petro¬ 
chemicals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi. In special cases, the 
import of packed grades and types of Lubricating Oils may be allow¬ 
ed in packed form on an ad hoc basis on the recommendation of 
the Ministry of Petro-Chemicals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi, 

5. The importers of Lubricating Oils, Mineral Oils N.O.S. 
etc., and Greases are also required to submit every quarter to the 
Ministry of Petro-Chemicals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi two 
returns giving (i) their actual imports (both quantity and C.I.F. 
value), and (ii) their stocks and sales during the quarter in the pro¬ 
forma prescribed by that Ministry for this purpose before the end 
of the following month of the quarter to which they relate, failing 
which, their licences are liable to be suspended. If any further 
details are required, the same may be had direct from the Ministry 
of Petro-Chemicals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi. 

6 . No request for the grant of a licence for any back period for 
any of the items falling under serial numbers 8, 17 and 20 of Part V 
of the I.T.C. Schedule will be considered. 

7. The applicants for the import of Lubricating Oils, Mineral Oils 
N.O.S., Transformer Oils etc., and Greases falling under S. Nos. ZO, 
17, and 8 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule are required to furnish 
along with their respective import applications full details of the 
valid licences granted to them in the preceding periods and the 
details of the actual imports made by them against these licences 
upto the time of the commencement of the licensing period for which 
the application is made. These details should invariably show the 
licence numbers, the value of the licences granted, and the descrip¬ 
tion and value of the products actually imported by them against 
these licences upto the time of the commencement of the licensing 
period. This information should also invariably be furnished direct 
to the Ministry of Petro-Chem.cals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi. 

8 . If any import of Lubricating Oils falling under S- No. 20 of

9. Import of White Oil (excluding Liquid Paraffin) of B.P. or ita 
equivalent specification will be canalised only through a Govern¬ 
ment agency, against the specific licences issued for this product. 

10. Spindle lubricating oil imported under S. No. 20/V shoula 
conform to a minimum standard of 36 seconds at 60°C (Red Wood 
No. 1, viscosity) with a closed flash point (Pensky Martens) of a 
minimum of 140°C- The import of spindle oil of a lower viscosity 
and flash point will not be allowed against licences for lubricating 
oils falling under S- No. 20/V. 

11. The importers of Transformer Oil, Switch Oil, Insulating Oil,, 
and White Oil will be required to submit to the State Governments, 
-oncerned in whose jurisdiction the sales are made, a statement of 
sales and stocks together with the undertakings, in original obtained 
from the purchasers that they will not use the oil for adulteration 
purposes, by the 15th of the month succeeding the month to which 
it relates, failing which action will be taken under the I.T.C- regula¬ 
tions. The form and manner in which the information is required 
to be furnished can be obtained from the Ministry of Petro¬ 
chemicals, Mines and Metals, New Delhi. 

12. Applications for imports of CRUDE* OILS will also be consi¬ 
dered in consultation with the Ministry of Petro-Chemicals, Mines 
and Metals, New Delhi.

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Drugs and Medicines—Licensing Policy for April 1969 —March 1970i 

Licences for Drugs and medicines falling under S. Nos. 87-109/IV 
will be granted to established importers on the basis of a joint quota 
of past imports of all the items falling under these Serial Nos. ex¬ 
cluding Homoeopathic medicines and Crude drugs for Ayurvedic 
and Unani medicines- An established importer can apply for a quota, 
licence for general drugs and medicines in the following manner: — 

(1) By obtaining a fresh quota certificate on the basis of his> 
past imports of all the items falling in these Serial num¬ 
bers in any financial year within the prescribed basic 
period, excluding past imports of (a) Homoeopathic medi¬ 
cines and (b) Crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani 
medicines; 

OR 

(u) by having his existing quotas re-established on the basis 
of his past imports of all the items falling under these S. 
Nos. excluding past imports of Homoeopathic medicines 
and Crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani medicines, in 
a more favourable year within the prescribed basic period 
subject to the provisions regarding re-fixation of quota as 
contained in Section I of this Book. 

OR 

(iii) In the case of an established importer not availing of the 
provisions in (i) or (ii) above, the import licence can be 
claimed on the basis of the combined values of existing' 
quota certificates held by him, for general drugs and medi¬ 
cines (consolidated) and in respect of individual items with 1 
the exception of Homoeopathic medicines and Crude drugs 
for Ayurvedic and Unani medicines. Such existing quota 
certificates may or may not be of the same basic year. 
However, if the past imports of any item in the same basic 
year are included in the quota certificate for an individual 
item and also in the consolidated quota certificate for 
general drugs and medicines held by the importer, such 
past imports will be excluded from one of the quota certi¬ 
ficates, For this purpose, the established importer will be 
required to produce documentary evidence failing which 
the combined value of his existing quota certificates will 
be reduced by 20% and his entitlement for the quota 
licence will be based on the balance value. While com¬ 
bining the value of existing quota certificates, the licensing 
authorities will not take into account the value of quota 
certificates for the individual items of drugs and medicines, 
mentioned in Annexure 4 to this Appendix.

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3. Import for export production. 

Certain drugs and medicines will be licensable only for export- 
production against applications made under the Import policy for 
Registered Exporters, the details of which are given in Vol, II of the 
Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book). 

4. Actual Users. 

(i) General Drugs and medicines: — 

The drug industry being a priority industry, its requirement of 
raw materials will be licensed in terms of the general policy for 
issue of licences in favour of the priority industries. 

Actual user licences will be valid for import of any items not- 
included In List II (banned list). Import of the items included in 
list III will, however, be allowed to be imported on restricted basis, 
subject to endorsement by the regional licensing authorities. Import: 
of Antibiotics, Vitamins and Sulpha drugs other than those men¬ 
tioned in List II will normally be arranged through the S.T.C. for 
meeting the requirements of the actual users. The import of Anti¬ 
biotics, Vitamins and Sulpha drugs included in List III will also, 
noramlly be arranged through the S.T.C. for meeting the require¬ 
ments of the actual users on restricted basis. 

Chemicals, solvent, flavouring agents, colours etc.—import of which 
is banned or restricted elsewhere in the Red Book will not be per¬ 
mitted to be imported. 

In the case of pharmaceutical units not borne on the registers of 
the Directorate General of Technical Development, the ‘loan licen¬ 
sees’ under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 who are permitted to 
get their drugs processed by other factories licensed under the said 
Act, will be eligible to get actual user licences for permissible items 
of raw materials required by them. Such licences will not bear the 
condition regarding utilisation of the imported raw materials in the 
factory of the licensee and a suitable endorsement will be made on: 
such licences permitting the ‘loan licensees’ to get their goods pro¬ 
cessed in other factories licensed under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940. 

(ii) Crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani medicines 

The requirements of the actual users will be licensed in terms oL 
the general policy for issue of licence for raw materials in favour of 
the priority industries. The actual users should furnish a list of th© 
items of crude drugs of Ayurvedic and Unani medicines desired to 
be imported by them. 

(iii) Homoeopathic medicines 

The requirements of the actual users will be licensed in terms of' 
the general policy for issue of licences for raw materials in favour* 
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of the priority industry. The licences will be issued with the follow¬ 
ing description: — 

“All single Homoeopathic drugs in basic form and/or of any 
potency, including sugar of milk in bulk and Biochemic 
medicines.” 

5. Import of Free Samples of Drugs and Medicines. 

In order to minimise delay and inconvenience to bonafide sole 
representatives of manufacturers abroad in importing consignments 
of free samples of drugs and medicines, Customs Clearance Permits 
will be issued by the regional licensing authorities to cover import 
■of free samples of drugs and medicines covered by List I of this 
Appendix, subject to the following conditions: — 

(i) No remittance of foreign exchange is involved. 

(ii) The c.i.f. value of the consignment is reasonably small 
and does not in any case exceed Rs. 8,000/- (Rupees eight 
thousand only). 

(iii) The samples are imported in packings which are distinctly 
different from regular trade packings; and 

(iv) Each packing is clearly marked “Physician’s samples not 
to be sold". 

Applications are to be made to the regional licensing authorities 
in the prescribed form and manner. Only one Customs Clearance 
Permit i/ill be issued to the firm whenever necessary and for this 
purpose only the Head Office of the firm should apply. 

6. Import of new drugs 

Requests for issue of Customs Clearance Permit for import of 
new drugs will be considered by the CCI&E., New Delhi. Such 
applications should be made through the DGHS, New Delhi. 

7. Licensing to Repackers and Rebottlers of Drugs. 

The parties who obtain supplies of drugs and medicines in 
bulk and are engaged in the process of re-packing and rebottling 
the drugs and medicines in small containers, are not covered by 
the definition of actual users as given in the ITC Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure. 1969, as they are not engaged in an industrial 
production. However, in terms of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
'940 the process of manufacture includes the process of repacking 
or re-bottling of drugs. Also, persons or firms engaged in such 
activities are required to possess a licence under the said Act, and 
are also required to test the products either in their own labora¬ 
tories or other approved laboratories. In view of this, applications 
for licences will be considered from such parties holding licences 
under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, for renacking or re-bot- 
tling of drugs, for import of permissible items of drugs and medi¬ 
cines required by them for repacking or rebottling purposes. Ap¬ 
plications should be made in the form prescribed for the actual 
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users, to the licensing authority concerned through the sponsoring 
authority concerned, Licences will be issued for import of specific 
permissible items of drugs and medicines recommended by the 
sponsoring authority. Licences against this provision will be issued 
to an applicant for a value not exceeding Rs. 3,700/-. 

8 , Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 — Applicability 

The provisions of Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 and the Rulei 
thereunder should be complied with wherever necessary. Appli¬ 
cants for import of drugs under the Import Trade Control Regula¬ 
tions should declare in their application forms that they hold valid 
licences under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 for sale of drugs 
applied for by them and also quote the number and date of that 
licence.

2. Established Importers. —Quota licences will be granted on an 
individual basis for the import of chemicals included in List L 
Although quota licences will be granted separately for items includ¬ 
ed in this List, they will be interchangeable and can be utilised for 
Import of any of these items. 

3. Actual Users. —Applications from actual users will be consi¬ 
dered for import of chemicals other than those mentioned in List m.

4. Applications for import licences should be made in the pres¬ 
cribed form and manner, accompanied by requisite treasury challan 
showing payment of application fee, IVC number and other docu¬ 
ments as may be n|ecessary in terms of the relevant policy/proce¬ 
dure. The detailed procedure for submission of import applications, 
as laid down in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules & 
Procedure, 1969, should be followed. The import entitlements of 
actual users will be determined in terms of the relevant import 
policy as contained in the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book- 
Volumle I).

6. The Schedules ‘A’ to ‘D’ give the item-wise import licensing 
policy. As indicated therein, import of certain items will be allow¬ 
ed only on production of non-availability certificates from indigen¬ 
ous producers. The names of indigenous producers from whom 
the required non-availability certificates are to be obtained, have 
been shown in Schedule ‘E’, with their serial numbers against each 
item of Schedules ‘A’ to ‘D’. 

Procedure for obtaining certificates from indigenous producers : 

7. For the purpose of obtaining non-availability certificates from 
indigenous producers, the actual users seeking to import should 
send enquiries, by registered post, to the indigenous producers con¬ 
cerned, giving full specifications of the goods sought to be im¬ 
ported, in Indian Standard Specification (ISI) or nearest ISI Speci¬ 
fications, if available, with the sizes, the chemical composition, the 
physical properties and the end-use of the material. 

8. On receipt of the enquiry, the indigenous producers shall send 
a definite reply to the actual user concerned, within four weeks. 
Where they are in a position to supply the goods, they will indicate, 
in their replies, the quantity they would be able to supply, the 
prices, delivery time and all other information relevant to the 
enquiry. 

26—5 G of I. 
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9. If any enquiry received by the producers is found incomplete 
in any respect, they shall promptly bring it to the notice of the 
sender thereof. Failure on the part of a producer to send a definite 
reply to a complete enquiry within a period of four weeks will big 
deemed to indicate that he is not in a position to supply the 
materials, and this will be taken into account by the licensing and 
the sponsoring authorities for the purpose of issuing or recommend¬ 
ing licences for the import of the materials in question. 

10. Where a producer offers an alternative specification, he must 
clearly mention whether it is an exact equivalent or the nearest 
equivalent which can be substituted for the end-use for which the 
industry requires it. 

11. The producers must indicate the quantity they would be in a 
position to supply within six months from the date of the financial 
arrangement made by the customer, and this tonnage only will be 
deemed to be available from indigenous source for the purpose of 
allowing the imports. 

12. Where a commitment for supply by a producer is made by 
him subject to availability of raw-materials or other unforeseen 
factors, it will not be deemed to be a firm commitment for the pur¬ 
pose of disallowing import to the extent of that quantity. . 

Import applications based on non-availability certificates: 

13. Where an item is licenseable to actual users completely on 
production of non-availability certificate from indigenous pro¬ 
ducers, the actual user should apply for a licence only after making 
an jenquiry from the indigenous producers in terms of the procedure 
explained above. If no reply is received from indigenous producers 
within four weeks from the date of the enquiry, the actual user 
can submit an application for import after the expiry of this period. 
He should ftirnish along with his import application, copies of the 
enquiries made from indigenous producers and a declaration to the 
effect that he has not received a reply thereto. In case the actual 
user receives a certificate of non-availability from the indigenous 
producer, he should apply for a licence within three months of the 
receipt of such certificate, and furnish with his application, copies 
of his enquiry from the indigneous producers and thjeir replies. If 
10 application is made within three months of the non-availability 
certificate, the non-availability certificate in question will be of no 
effect, and the actual user will be required to make a fresh enquiry 
from indigneous producers if he still desires to import such materials. 

14. Where an item is licenseable on the condition that only a per¬ 
centage of the requirements of actual user will be allowed to be im¬ 
ported, provided the actual user places a firm order on the Indigen¬ 
ous producer for the balance of Ws requirements, the import applica¬ 
tion should be made only after the actual user has placed firm order 
on the indigenous producers in respect of the balance of his require¬ 
ments. The evidence of firm order placed on and accepted by the 
indigenous producers should be furnished with the application. 
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15. Where an item is licenseable on the condition that a certain 
.percentage of the requirements of actual users will be allowed to be 
imported straightaway, and the balance will be permitted for import 
on production of non-availability certificate from indigenous produ¬ 
cers, the actual user can submit an application for import of the per¬ 
missible part of his requirements without obtaining non-availability 
certificates from indigenous producers. After obtaining non-avail¬ 
ability certificates from indigenous producer for the balance of his 
-requirements, the actual user can apply for a supplementary licence 
or for inclusion of additional value/quantity in the application already 
made, within one month from the date of receipt of non-availability 
certificate from indigenous producer. In the event of applying for 
inclusion of additional value/quantity in the application already 
made, the actual user should also furnish additional treasury challan 
towards application fees in case the amount of the challan already 
-submitted with the application does not cover the additional value 
-asked for.

^exporters is given in Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book- 
Volume II) for the period April 1969-March 1970.

Import Policy for Sulphur (S. No. 25 (a) /V) for 
April 1969—March 1970 

Applications for import of Sulphur (S. No. 25 (a)/V) for a quan¬ 
tity of 5,000 tons and above from the State Trading Corporation of 
India and from actual users engaged in the manufacture of fertilisers, 
will be considered by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi. 

2. Actual users manufacturing fertilisers should make their appli¬ 
cations in the prescribed form and manner through the sponsoring 
authority concerned giving inter alia information regarding (i) the 
stocks held by the applicant on the date of making import applica¬ 
tion, and (ii) supplies likely to be made available against the con¬ 
tracts already entered into with the State Trading Corporation/ 
foreign suppliers. 

3. The price at which sulphur is sought to be imported will be an 
important consideration in dealing with the applications. The appli¬ 
cations from the State Trading Corporation and fertilizer manufac¬ 
turers should, therefore, be accompanied by firm offer received by 
them from the overseas suppliers indicating the price and delivery 
schedule. The approved price will be indicated on the import licen¬ 
ces and the licences issued will not be valid for imports at a price- 
higher than the price mentioned on the licences. 

4. The requirements of actual users not covered under this policy 
will be met out of the imports effected by the State Trading Corpora-- 
tion of India. 
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SECTION I 

PART ‘A’ 

The details of the licensing system under the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters are given in the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, a new edition of which is being issued 
separately. 

Objective 

2. The objective of the Import Policy for Registered Exporters is 
to provide, against the export of certain specified products, replenish¬ 
ment from the most preferred sources, of imported materials required 
for the manufacture and export of these products. 


Exports eligible and not eligible for replenishment 

3. Export to Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan will not qualify for this 
facility, as also the exports to Afghanistan if made otherwise than 
against payment in free foreign exchange. 

4. Export on consignment basis will qualify for replenishment only 
after export proceeds have been realised against final sales and 
surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. 

5. (i) Any of the products listed in the statement in Section II. 
sold to a foreign shipping companv as ship stores, will qualify for a 
replenishment licence under this policy, provided they are paid for 
in foreign exchange or in Indian Rupees obtained from the exchange 
of foreign currency. 

5. (ii) Sales to foreign tourists of selected products, will also 
qualify for replenishment licence, subject to the conditions provided 
in this policy. 

6. Export products for which floor prices for export have been 
fixed bv a registering authority, will qualify for replenishment under 
this policy only If the exports satisfy the floor price condition. 

7. (i) The products against the export of which replenishment 
will be allowed have been listed in the statement in Section II The 
extent of replenishment that will be permissible against each pro¬ 
duct has been indicated in the same statement in terms of percentage 
of the f.o.b. value of export, 

7 . (ii! The percentages indicated in column 3 of the statement in 
Section IT will apply in the case of exports effected on or after 1st 

27—5 Gof I. 
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April 1969. In the event of any subsequent change in these percent¬ 
ages, the percentage current on the date of export will be applicable 
for purposes of granting replenishment licences. In the case of 
exports on consignment basis, the import replenishment percentage 
in force on the date of realisation of the sale proceeds, will be 
applicable. 

7. (iii) Where, however, the licensing authority considers that the 
value of the goods exported is over-invoiced or there has been a mis- 
declaration of the description of the products exported, it shall be 
open to it either to refuse to issue any licence against such exports 
or to reduce the value of the licence to such figure as it deems fit. 
This will be without prejudice to any other action that the licensing 
authority may take under the Import and Export (Control) Act 1947 
or the orders issued thereunder or under any other provisions. 

8. Where the quantum of replenishment provided is inadequate 
to accommodate an essential raw material or component which is 
required to be imported on the ground that the quality of the indi¬ 
genous substitute is not adequate to maintain the competitive 
strength of the export product, requests for exceeding the prescribed 
replenishment limits will be considered on merits. 

9 Import licences issued under this Policy, unless otherwise 
indicated, will be valid for imports from the General Currency Area. 

Persons eligible for licences 

10. Applicants for import licences under this policy will be regis¬ 
tered exporters, whether merchant-exporters or manufacturer- 
exporters, who have effected the exports. 

11 (i) Import licences or release orders under this policy will only 
be Issued subject to “actual user” condition. Ordinarily such licences 
may be issued in the name of the registered-exporter only if he is 
the' manufacturer of the product exported. In the case of following 
specified export products however, import licences may be issued in 
favour of the registered exporter even though he may not be 
registered as a manufacturer-exporter, provided that he has such 
goods manufactured elsewhere on his account and undertakes not to 
sell or otherwise dispose of the materials allowed to him for 
import: — 

(1) E.P.N.S. and German Silverware 

(2) Leather and Leather Goods and other animal products. 

(3) Sports Goods. 

(4) Handicrafts. 

(5) Agarbathies and Chandan Dhoop. 

'6) Natural Silk Fabrics, Garments. 

17) Woollen Carpets, Hugs and Druggets. 

Handloom products, namely cotton fabrics (other than 
greys) and mixed fabrics of cotton and wool/silk/jute and 
non-fabric cotton textile items. 

(9) Walnut Kernels. 
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(10) Preserved specimens of birds and animals. 

(11) Pickles, all kinds (oil-based, sweet-sliced, etc.). 

(12) Mustard powder. 

(13) Papads. 

(14) Chana made products such as Sandesh and Rasgolla. 

(15) Khoa made products such as barfi, peda. 

(16) Tobacco unmanufactured- 

(17) Cashew Kernels. 

In all other cases, import licences will be issued in favour of a 
manufacturer-exporter or manufacturer nominated by the exporter. 

11. (ii) The registered exporter of any of the products shown in 
Section II, even though not a manufacturer-exporter, may also be 
allowed the facility of importing a maximum of two electric- 
typewriters, two electrically operated calculating machines and one 
photo copying machine in accordance with the provisions of para 
25 (ii) below and within the replenishment due oil his export. The 
value availed of for the import of these appliances will be set oil 
against the admissible replenishment. 

12. It is open to a manufacturer-exporter also not to take the 
licence in his own name but to ask for the licence to be issued in 
favour of a manufacturer nominated by him. 

13. (i) Nominations may be made in favour of a manufacturer/ 
manufacturers of any product in the ‘product sub-group’ (vide ‘Note’ 
at the beginning of Section II) to which the exported product belongs. 
Nominations may also be made in favour’ of a manufacturer of a 
part, component or material used in the manufacture of the exported 
product provided that (a) such part, component or material, if ex¬ 
ported, would have qualified for import replenishment under this 
policy, and (b) unless specifically provided otherwise, it falls within 
the same ‘product group’ to which the exported product belongs. 

13. (ii) The facility of nomination is also open to exporters of 
the products specified in para. 11 (i). 

13. (hi) A manufacturing unit which has not started production 
will not be eligible for nomination. A manufacturing unit will also 
not be eligible for nomination if the registration, certificate issued to 
it by the sponsoring authority is endorsed “Provisional” or “Tempo¬ 
rary” or the registration certificate is endorsed as valid only up to a 
specified date. 

14. in cases where the total import replenishment due against a 
merchant-exporter's export of items falling within a product sub¬ 
group is less than Rs. 1,000 in value, it will be- permissible for him 

-to transfer the quantum or such replenishment to a manufacturer/ 
manufacturers noininated in respect of other exports effected by him 
duiing the same oeriod 
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15. The particulars of the nomination should be furnished in the 
application itself. 


Items of import 

16. Column 4 of Section II indicates against export products 
items that may be allowed for import and the extent to which they 
are subject to face value restrictions under this policy in the licences 
to be issued on or after 1st April 1969. In the event of any amend¬ 
ments made in the permissible list of items or i n the extent of the 
face value restrictions to which they are subject, the amended face 
value restrictions and policy in regard to the items will apply to 
licences issued after the amendments have been made. 

17. Where an item of import permissible at the time of export 
is no longer permissible at the time of issue of the licence and where 
denihl of import has a significant impact on the cost of the product, 
requests for the grant of a licence to import such item may be con¬ 
sidered, subject to conditions as may be considered appropriate by 
the licensing authority. This facility may also be extended to items 
permissible at a time of tendering, but no longer permissible at 
the time of issue of licences in cases of high value contracts against 
global tenders and turnkey jobs. 

18. A manufacturer-exporter or a manufacturer nominated on 
the basis of his being a manufacturer of any of the products appear¬ 
ing under the same “product sub-group” as the exported, product, 
may, under the replenishment licence, claim the import of any or 
all of the items shown as permissible against the particular export¬ 
ed product In column 4 of the statement, provided they are required 
for actual use. He may also, subject to provisions of paras 20 to 23, 
ask for any or all of the items figuring in his latest, preferably, valid 
actual user licence for raw materials, components and spares. 

19. A manufacturer nominated on the ground of his being a manu¬ 
facturer of a part, component or material used in the exported pro¬ 
duct, may claim the licence for the permissible items if indicated 
against such part, component or material in Section II. He may also, 
subject to provisions of paras 20 to 23, ask for any or all of the Items 
figuring in his latest, preferably, valid actual user licence for raw 
materials, components and spares. 

20. Items of import asked for on the strength of an actual user 
licence will be generally allowed provided they are permissible to 
actual users according to the current import policy (i.e. if they have 
been shown in Volume I of the current Import Trade Control Policy 
Book as ‘A.U.’, ‘A.U. on restricted basis’, or ‘A-U. for export pro¬ 
duction only’). If any suen item is shown as ‘A.U. on restricted 
basis’, it will be permitted upto 10 per cent of the face value of the 
replenishment licence (or 10 per cent of the value for which items 
from the actual user licence are allowed to be Imported against re¬ 
plenishment licence, in cases covered by para 23 below), subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 20,000/-; in the case of items shown as ‘A.U. for 
export production only’, the maximum value limit will be reduced 
to Rs. 10,000/-. 
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21. In the case of steel items asked for on the strength of actual 
user licence, the conditions and restrictions as applicable to actual 
users in terms of the import policy for iron and steel items will also 
apply in such cases. If under the import policy for iron and steel 
items, the import of an item is permitted subject to production of 
non-availability certificates from indigenous producers, the import 
of such item will be permitted against the import replenishment 
licence on the strength of actual user licence only on production of 
the required non-availability certificates. 

22. The items mentioned below shall not be allowed to be import¬ 
ed on the strength of actual user licences 

(a) Items, the import of which is canalised through the S.T.C./ 
M.M.T.C. or any other agency in accordance with the cur¬ 
rent import policy, and 

(b) Stainless steel sheets, strips, circles and plates, milk-powder, 
man-made fibre and yarn (cellulose and non-cellulose), 
ployethylene, P.V.C. resin and cellulose acetate butyrate 
moulding powder. 

The import of items covered by (a) and (b) above may, however, 
be allowed if they are specifically permitted for import in any parti¬ 
cular case. 

23. If the actual user licence on the strength of which the items 
of import are asked for, pertains to an end-product outside the 
‘product group’ to which the exported product belongs, the total 
value for which the items may be allowed, during April 1969—March 
1970, on the strength of such actual user licence, shall not exceed 
twice the value of that licence, and will be subject to the restric¬ 
tions indicated in paragraphs 20 to 22. For this purpose, while 
asking for import of items on the strength of such actual user licence, 
the applicant should furnish a declaration indicating the value for 
which he has already asked for or obtained the items, during April 
1969 —March 1970, on the basis of the same actual user licence. 

24. (i) The licensing authority may also consider, on merits, 
requests for the import of any other items (a) permissible to actual 
users as indicated above and recommended by the sponsoring autho¬ 
rity; and (b) required for the manufacture of the-exported product 
or for the production of a part, component or material used in the 
manufacture of the exported product. 

24. (ii) Requests for the import of any other material recom¬ 
mended by the sponsoring authority but not covered by the provi¬ 
sions of para. 24 (i) may also be considered on merits. 

25. (i) An import licence issued to a manufacturer—exporter 
or to a manufacturer nominated in terms of para. 13(i), may on 
request, be made valid for :— 

(a) an amount not exceeding 20% of the value of the licence 
or one lakh of rupees, whichever is less, for import of jigs, 
tools, testing instruments and equipment and equipment for 
packing and tagging as recommended by the sponsoring 
authorities; and 
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(b) an amount not exceeding 50% of the value of the licence or 
two lakhs of rupees, whichever is less, for the import of 
plant and machinery required for replacement, balancing 
or modernisation, or research and development, provided 
that the import of plant and machinery is approved by the 
D.G.TJD. and the appropriate Capital Goods Committee, 
and provided further that this facility is not availed of 
more than twice in any financial year. 

A manufacturer-exporter or nominee-manufacturer may seek import 
of machinery items by combining more than one valid licence. 

Requests for the import of plant and machinery will be consider¬ 
ed only if these are accompanied by an essentiality certificate issued 
by the sponsoring authority concerned certifying the quantity and 
value of the machinery items applied for. 

25. (ii) Within the value limits indicated in para. 25 (1) (b) above, 
the import of a maximum of two electric typewriters, two electri¬ 
cally operated calculating machines and one photo copying machine 
will be allowed oqce in a financial year to manufacturer-exporters' 
only with an annual export performance of over Rs. 10 lakhs (F.O.B.) 
subject to the condition that such applicances will be for their actual 
use. [See also para. 11 (ii)]. 

Canalised Imports 

26. If an item allowed for import under this policy is canalised for 
import through the STC/MMTC, or any other agency in accordance 
with the current Import Policy, a release order will be issued in 
favour of the manufacturer for supply being arranged by the canalis¬ 
ing agency at the international price plus reasonable incidentals pro- 
vided the item is permissible under this policy. 

27. Arrangements have also been made for stocking by the S.T.C./ 
M.M.T.C. of certain items of raw materials (other than canalised) 
likely to be required for export production. In respect of such items, 
the applicant for or the holder of a licence issued under this policy 
will have the option of asking for a release order on the stocking 
agency by having a corresponding reduction in the value of his 
licence. 

28. The Government of India have issued a scheme for the supply 
of certain plastics raw materials at international prices by indige¬ 
nous producers for export production. These materials,.even if spe¬ 
cifically mentioned in column 4 of Section II, will not be allowed 
to be imported, save in the exceptional circumstances mentioned in 
the scheme. 

Applications for licences 

29- Applications for import licences, including those for iron and 
steel items, should be made in the prescribed form direct to the con¬ 
cerned Import and Export Trade Control Authority within whose 
jurisdiction the registered office of the Limited Companies, and in 
the case of other registered exporters, the head office, is situated. 
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Special features of Gem and Jewellery, Handicrafts arid Cinemato¬ 
graph Films (exposed ) 


Gem and Jewellery 

30. Applications for import licences should be routed through the 
Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council. 

31. Applications for replenishment licences should be made by 
the registered exporters only after the sale proceeds of export have 
been realised and surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. 

32. Import licences will be issued only in the name of the register¬ 
ed exporter, without the usual actual user condition imposed on other 
licences issued under the policy. No nomination will be allowed. 

33. Exports of gem and jewellery items to Rupee Currency Area 
will qualify for grant of replenishment licences valid for imports 
only from Rupee Currency Area. 

34- A provision has been made for the utilisation up to a certain 
percentage of the value of the licence for the import of permissible 
iems of machinery, equipment, testing apparatus, tools and imple¬ 
ments required for their actual use in the Gem and Jewellery indus¬ 
try as may be certified by the competent authority. 


35. A provision has also been made for grant of replenishment 
against sales to foreign tourists by Registered Exporters who are 
authorised money changers and are in the approved list. For this 
purpose, sales of gem and jewellery items made to foreign tourists 
against (i) foreign currency travellers’ cheques, (ii) crossed foreign 
bank drafts, (ill) personal cheques drawn on foreign banks, and 
(iv) payments by banks authorised to deal in foreign exchange, on be¬ 
half of the tourist, accompanied by a certificate by the bank that the 
amount was obtained by conversion of foreign exchange in India, 
would be considered. In the case of personal cheaues drawn on banks 
outside India, a certificate from the authorised dealer in foreign ex¬ 
change to the effect that proceeds of the cheque have been realised 
should be produced. In all other cases, a certificate that the cheques 
have been surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control would be 
sufficient. Details of the policy and procedure to be followed by dhe 
exporters are separately given in the Import Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1969. 


Handicrafts 

36. Sales to foreign tourists are also considered for grant of re¬ 
plenishment licences subject to the procedure prescribed by the All 
India Handicrafts Board being followed. In these cases, applications 
should be made to the concerned Licensing Authority through the 
All India Handicrafts Board. 
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Cinematograph films (exposed) 

37. Application for the release of raw stock/grant of licence 
should be made to the licensing authority only after the sale proceeds 
of export have been realised and surrendered to the Indian Exchange 
Control. 

38. In regard to the replenishment of raw stock permissible 
against the export of cinematograph films (exposed), other than News 
Films and T, V. films, release orders will be issued on the STC for 
supply of the permissible raw stock, and no import licence will be 
granted. 

Advance Licence 

39. Requests from Registered Exporters for the grant of advance 
licence or CCP or for the issue of an advance release order on a 
canalising agency, for import/supply of materials, components and 
parts required for production to meet specific export orders, will be 
considered on merits. 

40. Requests from film producers may be considered for advance 
allocation of colour raw stock and other requisites for the production 
of films for export. 

Import Policy for Registered Exporters in Kandla Free Trade Zone 

41. Exporters in the Kandla Free Trade Zone are treated on the 
same basis as Registered Exporters in rest of India for the grant of 
import licences under this policy. The Policy applicable to exports 
from Kandla Free Trade Zone will be subject to the following con¬ 
ditions: — 

(i) Eligibility: Only manufacturer-exporters from Kandla 
Free Trade Zone, holding valid Registration Certificates 
issued by the Administrator. Kandla Free Trade Zone, will 
be eligible for the benefit of the Import Policy for Regis¬ 
tered Exporters. 

(ii) Nomination : The provisions regarding nomination as laid 
down in paragraphs 12 to 13 of this policy will not apply 
to exports from Kandla Free Trade Zone. 

(iii) Grant of advance licence: Requests for the grant of 
advance import licences for import of materials and inter¬ 
mediates, components and parts, required for the first six 
months of export production will be considered on merits. 
Such requests should be addressed to the Administrator, 
Kandla Free Trade Zone and will be received by the Assis¬ 
tant Controller of Imports and Exports, Kandla. The 
materials imported against advance licences will be 
treated as buffer stock. Thereafter, further licences will 
be granted only against exports actually made. No advance 
licences will, however, be issued to the manufacturer- 
exporters who have set up industries in the zone on the 
basis of an undertaking to secure import of raw materials 
through their own arrangement of foreign exchange. 
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(iv) Permissible items of imports: The manufacturer- 
exporters may apply for the grant of import licences for 
any items actually required by them for the manufacture 
of export product (s) on their furnishing a declaration to 
that effect. The items which are banned for import into 
the Free Trade Zone shall not, however, be allowed under 
this policy. Further advice in this regard may be obtained 
from the Registering Authority. 

(v) Applications for licence: Applications for import licence 
should be made in the prescribed form to the Assistant 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Kandla. 

Ad hoc licences to consultancy firms 

42. Requests from technical consultancy firms earning foreign ex¬ 
change by undertaking technical consultancy work for foreign clients, 
in the fields of civil construction and manufacturing industries, for 
licences for the import of permissible items of design and drawing 
office equipment and instruments, erection and installation equip¬ 
ment, tools and accessories, actually required and not indigenously 
available, will be considered on merits on an ad hoc basis.

Apart from import replenishment against exports in terms of the 
import policy contained in this volume, certain other facilities have 
been provided to exporters* which are briefly stated in the para¬ 
graphs below. 


Export effort by priority industries 


2. Industrial units engaged in priority industries will be accorded 
preferential treatment if they export 10 per cent or more of their 

g reduction, or if their products are used in exports to this extent. 

uch preferential treatment will include facilities for expansion and 
improvement of installed production capacity and for the import of 
raw materials and components from preferred sources of supply. 

3. In the case of industries other than those in the priority list; 
the end-products of which are covered by the import policy for 
Registered Exporters, units exporting 10 per cent or more of their 

S reduction will be treated as if they Delong to the list of priority in- 
ustries. They will also be eligible for the benefits indicated id 
paragraph 2 above 


4. For the purpose of implementing this policy during 1969-70, the 
export performance during the calendar year 1968 will be taken into 
consideration. The details of the policy are given in Section I 6f 
Volume I of the Import Trade Control Policy for April 1969—March 
1»70. 


6. For the purpose of determining export performance: — 

(a) exports to Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan, and exports to Afghanis¬ 
tan other than against free foreign exchange, will not be taken into 
account; and 

(b) supplies of materials at 1 international prices for export pro¬ 
duction, under arrangements approved by Government, will be 
counted as exports. 

(This paragraph may also be read as part of paras 35 to 37 of 
Section I of Volume I of the Import Trade Control Policy for April 
1969—March 1970). 


Imports through Export Houses 

6. A new scheme has been formulated to enable recognised Ex¬ 
port Houses to maintain stocks of industrial raw materials and spare 
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parts for meeting essential requirements of the manufacturing units 
whose products are marketed by them. Under this scheme, import 
licences will be issued to merchandising Export Houses recognised 
on the basis of their exports of non-traditional products. The details 
of the scheme are being announced separately. 

7. If an actual user desires to import goods against his licence 
through a recognised Export House, it will not be necessary for him 
to obtain a letter of authority in favour of the Export House. In 
such a case, the Export House can act as an indenting house and im¬ 
port goods on behalf of the licence holder, subject to the conditions 
applicable to the grant of letter of authority as given in Chapter XIII 
of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 
1969. 

8. Recognised Export Houses will also be permitted to organise 
bulk imports by obtaining in their name the licences due to the 
actual users who are their clients. The details of procedure for sub¬ 
mission of import applications by Export Houses will be the same 
as applicable to bulk imports through State Sponsored Corporations 
as given in Chapter IV of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules & Procedure, 1969. 

Import of capital goods by export oriented units 

9. Applications for import of capital goods, equipment, dies, iigs 
and tools required by exporting units for expansion, modernisation, 
diversification, of production facilities as well as for research and 
development with a view to accelerating their exports will be given 
high priority from out of a special allocation of foreign exchange to 
be made for this purpose. A provision to this effect has been made 
in Chapter VI of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure, 1969. 

Strengthening Export Production 

10. In order to strengthen export production, industrial units with 
substantial export performance will be given certain facilities by 
way of (a) expanding their production capacity to enable them to 
step up their exports; (b) following up the additional capacity 
licensed for export production by appropriate import licensing for 
capital goods, spares and raw materials, (c) provision of finance, 
technical an I managerial assistance, and (d) exclusion of the capa¬ 
city used in export effort from the overall licensed capacity. 

Registration of export contracts 

11. In order to provide greater stability necessary for the growth 
of exports, it has been decided to introduce a scheme for registration 
of contracts involving deliveries extending over a period of not less 
than twelve months. In respect of exports made in execution of 
such registered contracts, exporters will be eligible for the same 
levels of assistance as were permissible on the date of such contracts 
with overseas buyers. Details of the scheme are being announced 
•separately. 
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Phased Export Programmes 

12. The present export effort in industrial fields is confined to a 
few of many organised units. Government is desirous of assist¬ 
ing all competent concerns to expand and become more efficient 
in exporting over a period of time, thereby enlarging the number of 
exporting units. A scheme for phased export programmes has 
accordingly been evolved which would enable the intending exporters 
to obtain some or all of the facilities referred to in paragraph 10 
above. The broad outlines of the scheme are given in the Annexure 
to this Part. 


Responsibility of exporters 

13. While the performance of the exporting agencies in India has 
given satisfaction to overseas importers, complaints have from time 
to time been made against individual exporters in regard to the 
failure on their part in adhering to delivery schedules or specifica¬ 
tions prescribed i.n the contracts. The exporters and Export Promo¬ 
tion Councils and Commodity Boards have a several and joint res¬ 
ponsibility to enhance the prestige of Indian export agencies and 
safeguard their reputation in overseas markets. 

A large number of export commodities have been brought under 
the purview of Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963. 
The export agencies appointed under the Act have been operating 
effectively. It is proposed that cases of default on the part of in¬ 
dividual exporters will be brought to the notice of Export Promo¬ 
tion Councils and also of the authorities in charge of the adminis¬ 
tration of export promotion schemes. 

It is expected that in each export contract exporters .will quote 
their registration number allotted to them by the export promotion 
organisation of which they are members. Complaints received 
against individual exporters will be investigated by the concerned ex¬ 
port promotion organisation in order that defaulting exporters may 
be cautioned and steps taken to preserve the reputation of Indian 
export trading agencies for fair and business like practices. 

Exporters who despite the caution fail to conform to fair and 
businesslike practices will render themselves liable to forfeit the 
advantages available to them under various promotional schemes. 
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Introduction 

The present export effort in industrial fields is confined to a few 
out of many organised units.

Present Policy 


2. Industrial units with substantial export performance are eli¬ 
gible for preferential consideration in the grant of the following 
facilities: — 

(i) Exclusion from the licensed capacity, of the capacity used 

in exports, while invoking penal provisions of the 
Industrial Development and Regulation Act, 

(ii) Expansion of capacity of these units, consistent with their 
export performance and in accordance with the policies 
and procedures governing industrial licensing and licensing 
of capital goods, spares and maintenance raw materials, 
except where there are strong countervailing reasons to 
override the imperative consideration to maximise ex¬ 
ports. 

<iii) Finance and any other facilities which may be needed for 
expanding the production base and for product develop¬ 
ment. 

<iv) Technical and managerial assistance for upgrading of 
quality, marketing and reduction in cost under the various 
technical assistance programmes of Government. 


(v) Licensing of current requirements of maintenance im¬ 
ports of raw materials, components and consumable stores 
from preferred sources of supply, even if the units do not 
fail within the priority sector. 


Extension of policy to New Units 

3. Units with substantial export performance are defined as those 
which contribute to export sales upwards of 10 per cent of their 
production, depending upon the nature and type of the industry. 
'The new scheme is designed to bring up to the same level industrial 
units although, they have not yet contributed upwards of 10 per cent. 
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of their production to export sales, nevertheless have achieved a 
degree of proficiency in production for the domestic market, and are 
willing and able to export to the level of the category considered 
under the present policy. In the field of import substitution in 
industrial development, there is in operation a phased programme 
for progressive deletion of imported raw materials and components 
to a stage of self-sufficiency in indigenous manufacture. By the same 
token, industrial units which are not exporting currently or which are 
exporting insufficiently, will be encouraged to put forward phased 
programmes of export of their products as to achieve within a short 
period of time a level of exports equal to those of the units in para 2 
above. 

Implementation 

4. Such phased programmes have to be submitted by the in¬ 
tending exporters to the Department of Foreign Trade in the Minis¬ 
try of Foreign Trade and Supply in the attached proforma. These 
applications will be processed by that Department taking into ac¬ 
count all aspects of these programmes and the ability/competence 
of the applicants to execute them. In the event of Government 
being satisfied with the proposals, it will issue letters of intent to 
the applicants, giving conditional or other approvals to these pro¬ 
grammes, qualifying the applicants for any or all of the facilities 
referred to in paragraph 2 as may be deemed appropriate. In the 
matter-of facilities falling within the ambit of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation Act, the necessary letters of intent will be 
issued by the Ministry of Industrial Development, Internal Trade 
and Company Affairs after due consideration by th e appropriate 
Licensing /Registration Committees. 

5. In the operation of the scheme the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
and Supply would act in close consultation with the Ministry of 
Industrial Development, Internal Trade & Company Affairs, Direc¬ 
torate General Technical Development and any other appropriate 
Ministry / Department.

Column 3 gives the percentage upto which import replenishment in 
terms of f.o.b. value of the export product would be allowed. 

(2) All export products covered by the above Policy have been 
brought under a number of “Product Groups” such as Engineering 
Goods, Chemicals and Allied Products and so on. These product 
groups have been given an alphabetical numbering, e.g., 'A’ for 
Engineering Goods, ‘B’ for Chemicals and Allied Products and so 
on. Separate import applications have to be made in respct of pro¬ 
ducts falling under the different product groups A, B, C, and so on 
(vide Hand Book of Import Trade Control). 

(3) Within each Product group in the statement below, the export 
products have been divided into broad categories (like Ferrous 
manufactures, Non-ferrous manufactures, Rubber manufactures 
and so on), and into product Sub-groups under such categories.
